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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's argument regrading claims 22 
and 23 rejection under 35 USC 101 are not persuasive because the claimed inventions are directed to a "computer instruction" 
embodided in a "digital data stream" generated by a specific method steps and not a "computer readable medim" (a product that 
embodies the program which when executed by a computer performs the method". 

Applicant's argument that the term "legal option" is not equivalent to the "restrictions" is not persuasive because the process steps of 
automatically generating documentation supporting of the trade is not patentably distinguished whether the generated document include 
"restrctions" or "legal opinions". These two terms are not patentably distinct. (The examiner need not give patentable weight to descriptive 
material absent a new and nonobvious functional relationship between the descriptive material anf the substrate (in this case the 
descriptive material is "leagal opinion" and the substrate is the (automatically) generating documenation supportive of the trade). See In re 
Lowry, 32 F.3d 1579, 1583-84. 32 USPQ2d 1031, 1035 (Fed. Cir. 1994); In re Ngai, 367 F.3d 1336, 70 USPQ2d 1862 (Fed. Cir. 2004). 
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
